WrErEss, Elijah M. Haines contemplates preparing
for publication a complete compilation of the laws of Min-
nesota, relating to township organization, and the duties
of town officers ; to include all such laws in force down to
‘the close of the present session of the legislature, with
appropriate terms and notes of judicial decisions.

SecrioN 1. That upon delivery to the secretary of
stato of five thousand (5,000) copies of the aforesaid Seorotary tote-
hook, he shall receive the same, and deliver to Elijah M. elivery of
Haines, or his order, a certificate of the delivery thereof; *°™"
Provided, Said book is in accordance with the preamble

SeorioN 1. Section fifty-eight of chapter thirteen, of
the general stututes, relating to roads and bridges, is hereby
amended, so as to read as follows:

The same powers and duties in and Dby this
chapter conferred and imposed upon town supervisors,
sre also conferred and imposed upon the city councils of
the several cities throughout this state ; and in addition, it
shall be the duty of the city council to appoint some
qualified elector of each road district in the city to he
overseer of roads for such district; and the overseers of
roads, the city clerks, the justices of the peace, and the
constables of the several cities of the state, shall have and
exercise the same powers, and perform the same duties,.
